Prof. J. Bergonie died today after 
many months of suffering, a mar- 
tyr to science. His death was due 
to the effect of exposure to X-rays 
during experiments to find a 
for cancer. He recently 
the Grand Cordon of the Legion of 
Honor in recognition of his serv- 
ces to medical science. 

Although his right arm had been 
amputated and three fingers of his 
left hand sacrificed to the disease 
brought on by radium, Prof. Bergo- 
nie continued to the end his fight 
against cancer. Knowing he 
but a short time to live, the scien- 
tist devoted his last energies ts 
drafting a report on a project for 
making Bordeaux the 
fer in France, for radium research 
and the treatment of cancer. 

Besides his experiments 
radium, Prof. Rergonie 
noted for his development 
electro-magnet which was 
used during the war to draw 
fragments from wounds.

SOORATES AND HIS PUPLLS. 

Socrates: Last night at the Agora we 
talked about the United States. The United 
States, as you know, is-the richest country 
in history. 

Glaucon: As the British and some oth- 
ers are pointing out. 

Socrates: Precisely. We have most of 
the gold in the world, and it may be said 
that we have nothing to do with it. The 
rest of the world is in no condition to be- 
come a buyer of either our raw materials 
or our manufactured products. The banks 
are stuffed with money, private investments 
are not what they should be, and when the 
Secretary of the Treasury offers $10 worth 
of Government bonds for sale a lot of peo- 
ple are trampled to death. 

Thrasymachus: I know I lost my hat and 
one shoe when the last Government bonds 
were placed on sale. 

Socrates: Exactly. The next time you 
will likely lose your life. We need some 
great national enterprise into which to pour 
wealth. If vou know the history of Rome 
you will recall that when this sort of thing 
happened the Romans always launched 
some magnificent project. It was one of 
the things that made Rome, She knew 
better than to let her wealth and her ener- 
gy lie idle. That is why, long after the 
Roman culture, we have still the physical 
reminders over a vast area that Rome in 
her heyday was indeed great. 

Polemarchus: Very well, Socrates, what 
do you suggest? 

Socrates: They asked me that at the 
Agora. It is the business of Coolidgius to 
suggest what we should do. That is what 
he is there for. If he were a man like the 
‘laudius, or any one of a half 
dozen of the Emperors of Rome, he would 
“at this moment be telling us what we should 
ao. 

Thrasymachue: We ought as he 
seems to think, be merely saving money. 

Socrates: Jove, no! We should be spend- 
ing money as no people ever spent it be- 
cause no other nation ever had so much 
money to spend. Money is not made by sav- 
ing money. That is an absurdity thrust 
upon us by savings banks. Money is made 
by spending money. Suppose we all deter- 
mined to spend no more money and simply 
sat down on what we have. 

Glaucon: That would be ruin, of course. 

Socrates: Certainly. But let us say that 
great national project were undertak- 
en ig which everybody could invest. Say 
we set out upon some enterprise like deep- 
ening the Miaesissippi River and its tribu- 
tarles, designing the greatest system of used 
inland waterways in the world.
